But “B” pictures, as well as “C” should not be patron- 
ized by any Catholic. 

You probably do not know that the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference spends more than $25,- 
000.00 a year to pay people in New York, who are 
perfectly familiar with the Legion of Decency Code, 
to review all films, and to appraise them in accordance 
with this Code, which has been honored and accepted 
by nine chief producers of motion pictures in the 
United States. 

Your Bishop knows all about this because he was 
a charter member of the Committee appointed by the 
Bishops of the United States to deal with the pro- 
ducers, and to get the organization known as the 
“Legion of Decency” started, 16 years ago.

You are aware that we have had difficulty in 
nearly every city with exhibitors who occasionally ad- 
vertise a “C” picture. When this word reaches Holly- 
wood the producer of the picture usually calls it back 
and makes changes in it so that it might have at least 
a “B”- classification. 


After these corrections are made and it becomes 
a “B” picture the local exhibitor feels that he is justi- 
fied in showing it, because Catholic organizations have 
not been accustomed actively to fight “B” pictures. 


While this is true, Catholics themselves should not 
attend any “B” picture and particularly should not 
for a long time to come patronize the theatre which ° 
scheduled a “C” picture and failed to show it only 
because of protests, then rescheduled it after correc- 
tions were made to bring it into the “B” class. 

All producers — except a few small independents 
and the senders of films from abroad over which the 
Legion of Decency has no control, ‘have actually 
agreed to follow the Legion of Decency Code, and when 
they violate it, they should be taught a lesson.

Pontiff Witnessed It 4 
Times During Holy Year, 
Cardinal Says At Fatima 


Pope Pius XII saw Fatima’s Miracle of the Sun four 
times in Rome during the Holy Year 1950, His Eminence 
Federico Cardinal Tedeschini, Papal Legate at the Fatima 
rites marking the 34th anniversary of the famous apparitions, 
told the largest crowd ever assembled at the Portuguese 


Cardinal Tedeschini said, 
“T speak in my own name 
only,” and declared the Pope 
saw the Miracle of the Sun on 
October 30, October 31, and 
on November 1 (the day of 
the Proclamation of the Dog- 
ma of the Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin) and again on 
November the 8th, the Oc- 
tave Day of the Assumption 
proclamation. 


The Miracle of the Sun oc- 
curred first at Fatima on Oc- 
tober 13th, 1917. At that 
time a crowd of 70,000 saw 
the sun spin toward the earth 
then return to its place. 


The Cardinal’s revelations 
were reported in an account 
of an address carried in the 
L’Osservatore Romano, Vati- 
ean City daily. The L’Osser- 
vatore account was not clear 
as to whether or not the Pope 
actually saw the Blessed 
Mother during the vision, as 
was reported in the first 
story earried by the Asso- 
ciated Press. Queried by Our 
Sunday Visitor, N.C.W.C. 
News Service said at press 
time that an effort is being 
made to clarify this point but 
no further information is now 
available.

Forty bands provided stirring 
music for the marchers. Forty- 
five colorfully decorated floats de- 
picting the Mysteries of the Ros- 
ary, the founding of the Holy 
Name Society by Blessed John 
Vercelli, and the early Catholic 
history of Detroit, added to the 
spectacle, 


The candlelight ceremony in the 
stadium was an awe-inspiring spec- 
tacle. On the infield, where the 
night before the football teams of 
the Universities of Notre Dame 
and Detroit ground up the turf, a 
magnificent triangle-shaped altar 
was erected, topped by a 20-foot 
high cross which was neon-lighted. 
In back of the altar a small arti- 
ficial lake was constructed, reflect- 
ing lights from all parts of the 
stadium, 


The program started with reudi- 
tion of the National Anthem by 
the University of Detroit band, 
followed by a procession of the 
Blessed Sacrament, the Cardinal 
and the Michigan Bishops. The 
entire assemblage of 60,000 sang 
“Q Salutaris Hostia,” and joined 
in recitation of the Rosary led by 
the Rev. Joseph L. Kelley, O.P., 
Midwest director of the Holy Name 
Society. The 250-voice Palestrina 
Choir under the direction of Lode 
Vandessel sang. 


Amplifying the eonvention 
theme of “Prayer and Peace,” 
Bishop Noa declared: “Prayer for 
peace brings us here in a public 
act of faith before Our Lord in 
the Blessed Sacrament. We be- 
lieve that our united prayer will 
bring God’s peace nearer to our- 
selves as individuals, to our fam- 
ilies, to our country and to the na- 
tions of the world.” 


The Bishop called for confidence 
in the “unfailing power of prayer.” 
He counselled that peace depends 
on order and “the order established 
originally by God was broken by 
a deliberate choice of evil on the 
part of man.” 


“There is disorder when men 
seek to make self the center of 
life without thought of God and 
their fellowmen,” the Bishop said. 
“God did not create us for disorder. 
He created us out of goodness that 
we might have peace and joy by 
sharing life with Him and with our 
fellowmen. We are created to 
share life with one another in 
peace in the family of mankind.” 


Bishop Noa said that only by 
overcoming self can this be at- 
tained. 

“Greed, cruelty, lust, ambition 
and avarice must be overcome so 
that we may share life with Him

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Sister Veronica, Refugee Of North $ 


China, Now At St. Mary's College

Notre Dame—In 1946 some people said China’s com- 
munists wanted only “land reform.” But Sister Mary Ver- 
onica Wang, of Saint Mary’s College, Notre Dame, Ind., 


knew the truth. 


With a look of transparent faith and Christian humility 
Sister Veronica described what seemed to be an all-out 


attempt to destroy all religion in? 


China and to build up hatred 
among classes. 

Sister Veronica was born and 
raised in north China, a land she 
ealls “the birthplace of Chinese 
communism.” She is now studying 
education at St. Mary’s college so, 
she said, “I .can return to China 
and help my people.” 

In 1946 the motherhouse of her 
order, the Sisters,of St. Theresa, 
was taken over by the reds. The 
nuns at the convent and mother- 
house in Ankwo were scattered. 
Sister Veronica was heragit forced 
to join the growing nds_ of 
refugees who sought shelter in the 
British crown colony of Hong 
Kong. 

When the communists take over 


a city, said the sister, they are at 


first kind and good to all people. 


Rut before long they begin to tell 


the poor people that the rich and 
the Christians are responsible for 
the poverty of China. 

“At Ankwo,” said Sister Veron- 
ica in excellent. English, “the 
people did not believe the stories 
the communists told about the 
priests and sisters. They had been 
good to the people.” 

But soon, she said, the reds in- 
vented more stories and they back- 
ed up the stories by hiding guns 
and ammunition in the church 
buildings. These weapons, said the 
communists, were to be given to 
the discredited Chinese National- 
ists by the nuns and priests. 

The stories were fantastic, but 
the people believed them. They 
“voted” in favor of the seizure of 
the church buildings. The commun- 
ists, long covetous of the struc- 
tures, were quick to take over. One 
of the buildings, said Sister 
Veronica, is now used as a dance 
hall. There young communists can 
meet for parties designed to 
strengthen the unity of the com- 
munist party. 

Priests were forbidden to say 
Mass. When the bishop of Ankwo 
celebrated Mass on Christmas eve 
in the private of his quarters the 
communists learned of it. They 
soon put him to work scrubbing 
the streets of the city. 

Sister Veronica was in Peking 
when the communists captured the 
city. She was a college student and 
the reds soon ordered all college 
students to begin addressing 
ralhes. The students were sup- 
posed to praise the new regime. 
But Sister Veronica and other 
members of religious orders could 
not do such speaking. 

And so, two years ago, Sister 
Veronica left Peking for Shanghai. 
But the tide of communism was 
right behind her, Shanghai was 
soon in their hands and Sister 
Veronica was on her way to Hong 
Kong. 

During her flight she kept in 
touch with Rev. Raymond de 


| again came to the rescue. 


Jaegher, a Belgian priest, who was 
stationed for a time at Ankwo. 
Father deJaegher arranged for’ 
Sister Veronica to be aboard the 
last commercial plane flight to 
leave Shanghai for Hong Kong.

eva, C.S.C., president of St. Mary’s 
college. And she made a scholar- 
ship available for Sister Veronica. 


Four months ago Sister Veronica 
started on her journey to Amer- 
ica. 

‘ With a fragile smile, Sister Ver- 
onica made it clear that China 


holds the first place in her 
thoughts. “If I cannot go _ back 
to China itself, I will go to 
Formosa.” 


The sister does not think the 
Chinese communists will be able 
to completely stamp out Christian- 
ity: “In the small towns they will 
have success. But the cities are 
too big. They cannot know of 
everything that goes on.” 


Sister Veronica explained that 
the position of a Chinese citizen 
is very different today because “if 
he fights for China he is said to 
be a communist and if he does not 
fight he is said to be unpatriotic.” 


“IT am going back,” she said, al- 
though she does not know who will 
be able to provide the funds for 
the return trip.

“T have nothing,” she explained, 
but the look of faith and sureness 
in her eyes seemed to say, “I have 
everything.”

Jailed Women's 


Young As Wards 


Frankfurt —(NC)— Some 25 
children of German women now do- 
ing forced labor in the coal mines 
of Hoheneck near Hohenstein- 
Ernsttal, Saxony, and of women 
raped by guards of the communist 
concentration camp of Sachsenhau- 
sen were recently confined to a 
hospital in Leipzig as “govern- 
ment wards,” this correspondent 
learns from an _ unquestionable 
source. 


The mothers were sentenced to 
from five to ten years because of 
minor “crimes,” such as_ illegal 
crossing of the Soviet zone border 
into Western Germany. All the 
children are less than five years 
old. They are kept under strict 
guard and may not be seen by their 
families or friends. Their names 
are not known to the Sisters in at- 
tendance. 


During the first few days after 
their detention the children wept 
day and night. None of them had 
ever seen toys. It took a long time 
before the Sisters could overcome 
their fears. Their mothers do. not 
know where they are, and may 
never know. 


Communist police is the only 
contact these children have with 
the outside world. They were event- 
ually transferred to the kinder- 
garten at Naunhof. Only the babies 
were kept in a Leipzig nursery. 


There is reason to believe that 
many more children are taken 
from their mothers under the brut- 
al system of communist concentra- 
tion camps and reared as “govern- 
ment wards.”

They had been 
killed in an automobile accident 
on Tuesday, Oct. 9.

Leven, of Moline, Ill., a brother of 
Sister Mary Dolorosa, one of the 
victims. He was assisted by her

“MR. PRESIDENT :—Stand-

“Moved to the very depths of 
our hearts by the stirring @Ppeal 
of the President of the United 
States and by the action of our 
national ‘Congress, we accept 
wholeheartedly and unreservedly 
the decree of that legislative au- 
thority proclaiming this country 
to be in a state of war. 

“We have prayed that we 
might be spared the dire neces- 
sity of entering the conflict. But 
now that war has been declared, 
we bow in obedience to the sum- 
mons to bear our part in it, with 
fidelity, with courage, and with 
the spirit of sacrifice, which as 
loyal citizens we are bound to 
manifest for the defense of the 


most sacred rights and the welfare 
of the whole nation. 
“Acknowledging gladly the gra- 
titude we have always felt for the 
protection of our spiritual liberty 
and the freedom of our Catholic in- 
stitutions under the flag, we 
pledge our devotion and our

and are still mysterious. We might 
be able to give a definition of their 
discoveries, but understand them 
we do not. Who, in the entire 
world, understands the mysteries 
of the radio? 

As we write this, the world ser- 
ies baseball games are being tele- 
vised from New York to California, 
and it is estimated that 60,000,000 
people are witnessing them. Do 
you, or does anybody else, under- 
stand how the nine players on 
each team, as it is on the field, 
can be brought into your house? 
You see the game at least as well 
as those present in the stands, and 
you hear the comments simultane- 
ously and even better than they. 
You hear the pitched ball 3,000 
miles away as it hits the catcher’s 
glove. 

Now we become used to these 
things and, therefore, do not even 
try to analyze them — which we 
could not do, if we did try. 

It is the same with nature all 
around us. Do you understand how 
the trees around your house draw 
up hill, into every branch and into 
every leaf several gallons of water 
an hour? Do you understand the 
multiplication of grain in the 
field? Do you understand growth, 
or do you even understand life in 
your own self? All these are mys- 
teries more scientific than they are 
religious, yet everybody accepts 
them without the least dispute. 

If, then, Almighty God reveals 
certain things of the supernatural 
order, which science cannot pene- 
trate, why should any educated 
man even hesitate to accept them? 
Of course, he would rightly refuse 
to accept the claim of an individual 
that he is having divine revelations. 
The Church does not accept revel- 
ations claimed by an individual un-

The mess in which the world has 


been engulfed for many years 
should turn the minds of men to 


religion instead of away from it, 
because they have learned that 
materialism cannot save the day. 

Recently there was held at Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, a meeting of the 
British Association Congress for 
the Advancement of Science, at 
which time the Principal of the 
Edinburgh University said: 

“If faith should languish, the 
scientific impluse will finally lan- 
guish too. If our objectives are 
not themselves informed by faith, 
if they represent only human pre- 
ferences dictated by interest in- 
stead of solemn obligations eman- 
ating from a source beyond them- 
selves, then science becomes a des- 
perately dangerous tool to put in 
man’s hands. Today, we all live 
in fear and trembling lest the 
power which science confers should 
pass into the hands of men who 
regard no duty as unconditional 
and every moral standard as re- 
lative. 

“Perhaps, we may derive some 
consolation from the likelihood 
that science cannot long flourish 
under such conditions. When the 
ends it serves grow corrupt, the 
purity of its impluses is corrupted 
no less. The virtues necessary to 
its advancement are the Christian 
virtues of humility, self-efface- 
ment, tolerance, impartiality, and 
a community of thought that 
transcends all distinction of class 
or race or nation.” 

Regard those who believe that 
religion and science are out of com- 
plete harmony as having puny 
minds instead of great minds, as 
the unthinking have been taught 
to believe.

“Who can tell me some miracle 
that Jesus did when He was on 
earth?” I asked the class of First 
Communicants. They had been 
studying “Jesus and I” with its 
Life of Our Lord so simply told. 

Up went the little hands. “Jesus 
stopped the storm.” “Jesus fed five 
thousand people with five loaves 
and two fishes.” “Jesus changed 
bread and wine into His Body and 
Blood.” And then one little tyke 
said, “Jesus forgave Mary Magda- 
len’s sins.” 

Could I tell her that was not 
a miracle, but only the outpouring 
of God’s mercy on a sinful soul? 
No, for who knows but that that 
was the greatest miracle of our 
Divine Lord’s life~a miracle of 
grace which brought the sinner of 
Magdala to the Feet of Christ and 
changed her into~the Saint who 
stood with Mary the Mother of 
Jesus at the foot of the Cross. 

We knocked at a door. “We are 
looking for Catholic families. Is 
this a Catholic family?” “I should 
be a Catholic, but I haven't been 
to church for a long time.” Then 
came the story. She had been mar- 
ried by a priest, but her husband 
was not Catholic, and 
she drifted away from the Church. 
She had three children, one a boy 
of nine years, but none of the chil- 
dren had been baptized. She prom- 


ised to do something about it. Now 
she is a weekly communicant, 


We knocked on another door. 
“We are looking for Catholic fam- 
ilies...” “Well, this family should 
be partly Catholic, but he never 
goes to church now.” “You are not 
Catholic?” “No, but I think I 
might like to be. We have a little 
girl, too, who I think ought to have 
some religion.” Soon this woman 
was enrolled in.a convert class and 
on First Communion morning she 
and her little nine year old daugh- 
ter made their First Communion 
together. 


We were coming out of Sacred 
Heart Church, Sister stopped a 
young woman and a little girl. 
“Are you visitors?” Sister asked. 
“No, we live here, but we are not 
Catholics. My husband is a Cath- 
olic though and we sometimes 
come to church with him. He had 
to work this morning, so we came 
with his sister.” Sister took the 
woman's name and address and a 
follow-up call resulted in enrolling 
her in a convert class. On First 
Communion morning she, too, re- 
ceived her First Holy Communion 
with her little daughter. 

Then there was Danny. His dad 
had been born and raised a Catho- 
lic. His mother was a convert. 
But neither mother nor father ev- 
er attended Mass nor received the 
Sacraments. Danny, of his own 
accord, decided to come to class. 
He attended instructions faithfully, 
going to and from class in a cab 
with some other little boys. 

Danny wanted to make his First 


gradually |Communion, but he never got to 


Mass. He lived too far to walk 
to church, besides there was no 
one to wake him up or to help 


Da 
through |his dad. However, grace was at 


between his mother and his dad. 
Then there was little Alice. 
Alice’s dad is not a Catholic, and 
though her mother is a convert, 
she had not been to Mass nor the 
Sacraments for years. When the 
adults came for practice neither 
Alice nor her mother was there. 
The next few days Alice did not 
come for class. We went to the 
home. The following day Alice was 
at class. Saturday we stopped for 
the mother and took her over to 
church for confession. Yes, she re- 
ceived Holy Communion with 
Alice on First Communion morn- 
ing. 

One Sunday morning Father 
gave us a little map showing the 
location of a home far but in the 
country which he had visited the 
night before. “Mr. Blank came for 
me about ten o'clock last night,” he 
said. “A woman living near him 
is dying with cancer. She was bap- 
tized and reared a Catholic but 
married a Protestant minister and 
left the Church years ago. A few of 
her children are converts, most of 
them are nothing. I gave her the 
Last Sacraments. Will you go over 
to see her today?” We went. We 
brought her a crucifix. Eagerly she 
pressed it to her lips. We talked to 
her a little while, said some pray- 
ers, had her repeat the Act of Con- 
trition after us. That night she 
died. 


But perhaps the greatest of all 
the miracles we have witnessed 
has been the conversion of the 
Stone family. We met them in our 
routine house to house visiting. The 
mother and father had both been 
reared Catholics but married out 
of the Church. They had five chil- 
dren. Only the second oldest child 
was baptized. We arranged for the 
four older children to come to in- 
structions. Each Saturday we 
called for them and delivered 
them. Each week we heard the 
same question, “Sister, when can 
we be baptized?” Each week we 
gave the same answer, “Not until 
either your mother or daddy comes 
to Mass regularly on Sundays.” 
The weeks went on. We visited the 
home often but apparently without 
accomplishing anything. 

Finally, the father began bring- 
ing the children to Mass. Some- 
times he would come after them 
and sometimes he wouldn’t. If he 
didn’t, we took them home, as the 
children live too far from church 
to walk. (Transportation is really 
a problem here, especially as buses 
do not run on Sunday. Very few 
families live near enough to either 
church to walk.) First Communion 
time was drawing closer, still 
neither Mr. nor Mrs. Stone attend- 
ed Mass, 

Then came Easter, and Mrs. 
Stone went to Mass with the chil- 
dren. After that she came regular- 
ly. We continued to work with the 
mother and children. The Pastor 
worked with the father. We beg- 
ged prayers for this family from 
everyone we knew and we es- 
pecially enlisted the prayers of a 


him get ready for Mass. The 


children walked into the church 
and took the place reserved for 
them. We murmured a fervent Deo 
Gratias. 

It is a beautiful sight to see the 


First Communicants kneeling be- 


tween their parents as they receive 
their Eucharistic God for the first 
time. But it is awe-inspiring to 
know that among those parents are 
some who have not been to the 
Sacraments for five, ten, fifteen, or 
twenty years. “And a little child 
shall lead them.” 


We were meditating on this with 
feelings of humble gratitude the 
morning after First Communion, 
when one of the children said, 
“Sister, you know Mr. Long? He 
received Holy Communion yester- 
day for the first time in fifty 
years.” “Did he have a relative in 
the First Communion class?” we 
asked. “No, but he wanted to re- 
ceive Communion the same day 
the children did.” 

Often we read with admiration

VERY believer in God in the 
United States should get be- 
hind ex-President Hoover, Doug- 
las MacArthur, Senator Fulbright, 
and some others who have, in re- 
cent weeks, urged the reintro- 
duction into public life, as well as 
into the life of the individual, of 
the moral and ethical standards 
observed by our forebears and 
taught in all American schools 
until 100 years ago.

When a religious-minded states- 
man speaks on basic matters such 
as “moral principles,” his words 
should be brought to the attention 
of the students in our schools and 
colleges. There is nothing about 
God or His laws; nothing about 
Christ and His Redemption;. noth- 
ing about prayer and clean con- 
duct taught in text books used in 
the schools. Hence the least that 
could be expected of teachers is 
to quote religious and moral- 
minded statesmen and educators 
w time is devoted to “Current 
Events.”

Indians and Pioneers of Old 
Monterey by James  Culleton, 
Monterey, The Carmel Press (Car- 
mel, Calif.) pp. 286, Index, $7.50. 


ONSIGNOR CULLETON in 

this labor of love offers us a 
most careful and detailed history 
of the celebrated Carmel Mission 
set in the context of Monterey’s 
history and that of the state of 
California itself so far as it 
throws light on the Mission’s story. 
The period covered deals with the 
discovery and conversion of the 
Monterey Indians and adds a chap- 
ter to bring the chronicle to the 
end of the pastorate of Father 
Amoros, 


Monsignor Culleton as pastor of 
Monterey tells us that he was 
“subjected to pseudo-historical in- 
doctrination from novelists, popu- 
lar historians, guides, descendants 
of pioneers and a multitude of 
others just as ignorant about the 
whole thing as myself.” Finally in 
some kind of revulsion he began 
to dig out the facts for himself, 
It is immediately apparent that 
he went to great lengths to get 
the truth, consulted far and wide 
everything he could lay his hands 
on. Further the work has the 
“blessing” of the Academy of Cal- 
ifornia Church History. 

It all adds up to a fascinating 
account as well as a factual one. 
Of general interest, not confined 
to the specialist in history, it is 
worthy of general circulation. Thus 
it is now being made available to 
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a larger public although it.owed its 
first appearance to more special- 
ized aims. 


The Early Days of Maryknoll, 
by Raymond A. Lane, New York, 
David McKay Company, $3.00. 


N “The Early Days of Mary- 
knoll” we read the story of an 
exceptional growth, the fruit of 
divine grace. The author, Bishop 
Raymond Lane, entered the Sem- 
inary for Foreign Missions in 1913. 
Since then he has watched Mary- 
knoll grow from fewer than 25 
members to nearly 2,500, counting 
the priests, brothers and students 
of the community of which he is 
Superior General. Today Maryknoll 
staffs missions in the Far East, 
Africa, Central and South America. 


It is not possible to review or 
recount the multitudinous incidents 
and worth-while data related in 
this book. All that may and must 
be said is that it has to be read 
for relish, edification, inspiration 
—and for lots of fun, too. For the 
author is a man of zeal but of 
zest also. His piety is not made of 
pietism. His religion has nothing 
to do with religiosity. Humility 
which is nothing else but Truth 
is seen on every page in the splen- 
dor of Truth. It may be that he is 
the one to whom one day Father 
Price pounded his perennial query: 
“Are you convinced that you are 
a cesspool of iniquity?” “No, 
Father,” was the reply, “I am the 
Temple of the Holy Ghost.”

Travelers wouldn’t appreciate 
Mass being said in the local lan- 
guage. Imagine a United Nations 
meeting in New York City or San 
Francisco! It would be bedlam all 
over again if Mass were said in 
any of the languages spoken nat- 
urally by the delegates. But say 
it in Latin, and any Catholic can 
follow the Mass. 


World travelers have always 
known the benefits of Mass in a 
universal tongue. Soldiers discov- 
ered the advantages during the 
war. They could drop into a Cath- 
olic Church anywhere — England, 
France, Germany, Japan (even 
Russia, for a very few) — and 
hear and understand Mass. 


It Is Universal 


This mingling of population is 
oing on more and more, as travel 
arriers are being torn down. 
Some ge in a peaceful world, we 
may all be free to visit any coun- 
try we please. Then, when that 
day comes, we will understand the 
real significance of Latin in the 
Catholic Church. For the word 
“Catholic” means “universal.” The 
Catholic Church is the Church for 
all people, everywhere. The use of 
Latin symbolizes that oneness, that 
universality, of our Church. No 
other has anything like it. 

Local languages are fine for 
churches. If we had _ the 
Church of the United States, then 
English would be the logical 
tongue. The Book of Common 
Prayer for the Church of England 
is written in English, which is as 
it should be for a purely national 
church. But for something as uni- 
versal, as world-wide, as Catholic 
as the Church which Christ found- 
ed for “all nations” — then Latin 
is the ideal language. 

Look it over and see. 

Latin comes from Latium, a 
country which was in Italy. People 
who spoke it were called Latins, 
and the word still persists. We 
have Latin lovers, and Latin lan- 
guages, and Latin-American coun- 
tries —- they all relate to modern 
races related to the ancient people 
of Rome, for that’s where Latin 
was spoken. 

But here’s something you may 
not have known. Latin was not 
the language of the “common 
people.” Greek was far more pop- 
ular, particularly with the Gale 
Christians, and the Church did not 
choose Latin because of any desire 
to appeal to large numbers of 
people. Latin was not even the 
sole language used in the Roman 
Empire; there were half a dozen 
other languages used. 

But at Rome, where the Church 
established its seat of government, 
Latin was used for worship, for 
law, and for government. It was

Convert Wants Churches 
In Small Towns 


Dear Father O’Brien: 


| HAVE read your article, “Con- 
vert Movement Shifts To Second 
Gear.” 

I am a recent convert to Cath- 
olicism. 1 a#ked many Catholics 
about the proper procedure in be- 
coming a Catholic before I found 
the way. Many of the persons I 
asked did not know what to tell 
me. Non-Catholics get the impres- 
sion that Catholics are conceited 
about their Church and their atti- 
tude in answering questions seems 
to imply that Protestants are not 
weleome in the Catholic Church. 
Catholics should be trained to give 
information more willingly and ac- 
curately, to the unfortunate Prot- 
estant. 

It is my belief that your Convert 
Movement would go into “high 
gear” if the smaller towns in 
America could have missionaries 
to teach Catholicism, and more 
Catholic churches were built in 
rural areas. 

My old home town of Ripley, W. 
Va. has a population above 1800. 
This town has nine Protestant 
churches, but no Catholic church. 
The nearest Catholic churches are 
in Parkersburg and Charleston, 40 
miles from Ripley. 

The people in Ripley have had 
no occasion to learn about Cath- 
olicism. This large Protestant 
group has developed because there 
has never been a Catholic church 
available. They have no knowledge 
eoneerning Catholicism, therefore, 
they are content to remain Prot- 
estant.

But the Sister is praying all the 
time she is in prison. She is pray- 
ing that God will protect the Chi- 
nese people for whom she is giving 
her life. She is asking that He will 
enlighten their hearts and keep 
them faithful to the truths she 
taught them. The nun prays, too, 
for the enemies who put her in 
prison. She prays that God may 
bring them the grace of conversion, 
that He will forgive them their 
sins and show them the way to 
Heaven. 


You and I should. be praying 
with that Sister. We know that we 
should always pray for mission- 
aries. Because it is by grace, which 
is won by our prayers and our pen- 
ance, that souls are won for God. 
The missionaries go out to those 
far lands to do the actual teaching 
and baptizing. But we are part of 
the team that does Christ’s work. 
Without our prayers and our of- 
ferings, the pagan souls will not be 
moved by the teaching, and they 
will not ask for baptism. 


So this is a very special Mis- 
sion Sunday. We should think 
seriously about what is gding on 
in other parts of the world at 
this very minute.

Sister St. Victor 


NYBODY who knows any one 

of the sisters or priests the 
Communists are telling their hor- 
rible stories about, just shudders to 
hear the awful lies they tell.

We cannot know whether Sister 
St. Victor had any idea of all the 
things that lay before her: famine, 
war, imprisonment and, perhaps, 
martyrdom. But, like all mission- 
aries’, these things were all at least 
vaguely present in the offering of 
herself that she was making. But 
the vision did not disturb her. At 
the hour of farwell, she wrote a 
letter home which had the follow- 
ing words: 


When a missionary looks 
upon the pagan masses to 
whom Christ is unknown and 
the Cross nothing but folly, 
the sight makes her ready to 
suffer all things to make Him 
known and loved. 


Trials were not Iong in coming. 
After a journey of more than. a 
month, the missionaries arrived at 
the field of their apostolic labor. 
They were the first nuns the place 
had ever seen. The Chinese were 
fascinated by their dress, their 
language, their behavior. In the 
dusk of the evening they would 
come to spy through the windows 
of their house and poke their heads 
in doors. 


Before they had time to get 
properly used to the people, the 
Sisters had visitors of another 
kind. Bandits raided them and 
carried off practically everything 
they owned. 


Then the Chinese-Japanese war 
broke out, and Sister St. Victor and 
her companions were locked up in 
a concentration camp. They suf- 
fered very much; especially from 
starvation. Their daily ration was 
a spoonful of rice and piece of tree- 
root. Bub all this suffering just 
united them more closely to Christ 
who in His last moments had been 
offered nothing but gall and vine- 


ar. 

’ After that war, Sister St. Victor 
went back to the mission in Su- 
chow. All her time was taken up 
in looking after children and help- 
ing the sick. The war had so 
stripped them of everything that 
Sister was reduced to cutting 
pieces from her habit to make 
bandages for the children and the 
sick. 


The Communists Come 


PBACE did not last very long. 
The Communists soon started 
civil war in China. ee: invaded 
from the North and planned to 
make themselves masters of the 
whole country. The nuns were in 
danger and the Bishop wanted 
them to leave for a safer place. But 
they asked if they could stay. Here 
is part of a letter Sister St. Victor 
wrote home on November 10, 1948: 

“Although we are not looking 
forward to it very much, we expect 
the Communists in a few days. As 
might be expected, there is general 
panic in the city. All the mer- 
chants, all the people of means, 
have left Suchow and headed south 
to escape bombardment. Now this 
over-populated city is faced with 
‘famine. For a week now, we have 
had a constant stream of young 
ek their mothers and even their 
athers coming to beg our assist- 
ance and prayers. 

“In the face of this danger,

“Our good bishop soon replied 
in words that moved us deeply: 
‘Thank you, Sisters! You can have 
no idea how much your attitude 
has encouraged me. It is God who 
has put these dispositions in your 
heart!’ 

“If by any chance, it should turn 
out that the good Jesus should 
beckon us towards the beauty of 
heaven it will be truly too beauti- 
ful for us. If anything like that 
should happen, be glad along with 
us that we have so easily gained 
our crown.” 


With war all around them, the 
Sisters thought of nothing but 
helping the afflicted. Young and 
old flocked to them for refuge. The 
dispensary was crowded to over- 
flowing every day. Most of the pa- 
tients were people who had passed 
three, four or even eight days in 
the railway stations without food 
waiting for a chance to get away. 
And truck loads of war-wounded 
were coming in. 


When Suchow was about to fall 
the Sisters were moved to Canton 
where they began their work anew. 
They went around picking up 
abandoned babies. They baptized 
them arid tried to save their lives. 
But many of them died within days 
or hours. It was this work—trying 
desperately at the last minute to 
save the lives of dying children— 
that the Communists turned into 
an accusation against them. One 
of the letters Sister St. Victor 
sent home showed the true mission- 
ary heart. It said: 

“Pray hard that everywhere and 
at all times I may do the will of 
God. That will is just as adorable 
in the sacrifices it demands as in 
the joys it brings.” : 

These words 
show the true 
Sister St. Vic-» 
tor. And yet her 
reward for sev- 
enteen years of 
labor to help 
the unfortunate 
was the awful 
accusation that 
She had helped " 
put 2,000 ce a to death. 

The Sister is now in a Chinese 
communist prison ... if she is not 
with her Divine Master in heaven. 


Sometimes the little son or 
daughter of the king was stolen or 
got lost. Then, for years and years, 
the little boy or girl lived with 
poor people, and no one knew that 
he or she was really a prince or 
princess. After a while, though, in 
all the fairy tales, something hap- 
pened. Somebody found out that 
the boy or girl was really the child 
of the king, that he really belonged 
in the palace. And at the end the 
king got his little boy or girl back 
again, to live with him for ever 
after, and to share the kingdom 
with him. 

Now none of the fairy tales were 
true, of course. But there is a 
story that is longer, and bigger, 
and better, and more beautiful and 
it is all true. It is a story that con- 
cerns you, and me, and all the peo- 

le in the world who have ever 
aa baptized. And it goes some- 
thing like this... 

One upon a time, God created 
Adam and Eve, and put them on 
earth to live ‘a long, long time and 
then go to heaven, without even 
dying. God loved Adam and Eve. 
He gave them everything they 
could want. And He was happy to 
think about having them in heaven, 
in His kingdom, with Him. Of 
course, neither Adam or Eve were 
children of God just the way the 
Son of God was—and is. They were 
not God. But they were children of 
God because God loved them like 
children and treated them as a 
father treats his children. 

After a while, though, Adam and 
Eve sinned. They did something 
that got them “lost,” and they were 
“lost” worse than the princes or 
princesses in the fairy tales. They 
no longer really loved God. And 
God could no longer love them the 
way He had loved them at first. 
He could no longer give them heav- 
en and a place in His kingdom. 
They were not His children as they 
had been before. 

That part of the story was sad. 
It was so sad that God decided to 
do something about it. He sent His 
real Son to earth to “find” all those 
people who he would have been 
able to treat as His children if 
Adam and Eve had not sinned.

he discovered these truths, and 
how he developed his praiseworthy 
qualities. 

He will, perhaps, be non-plussed 
as to their origin, especially if he 
‘; one of the millions of non- 
church-goers who received no re- 
ligious schooling. Yeu may then 
point out that these truths and 
practices are part of a long Cath- 
oliec, Christian tradition and fill in 
with the fact that these are just 
the things which the Catholic 
Church holds and teaches. That is 
vour break to list or explain other 
truths and practices of the Church 
which you have discovered he is 
unconsciously searching for. 

Some have been successful in 
shocking their non-Catholic listen- 
ers, after praising them, with the 
statement, “But what 1 can’t un- 
derstand is this: What is keeping 
you out of the Church?” 

The person may admit he doesn’t 
know, whereupon you offer to ac- 
quaint him in a symtematic, scien- 
tific way with the various doctrines 
of the Church so that he may de-| 
cide for himself whether the Cath- 
olie Church is what he is looking 
for or if it can help him. 

Or, he may confess exactly what 
obiection he has against’ the 
Church. It may be confession, the 
doctrine of Hell, or any of a var- 
iety of reasons. * 


The Whole Picture 


Briefly point ~out the logical 
Catholic explanation to meet the 
objection, and as in the last case, 
vo on to tell him that he can only 
get a true and complete picture of 
the Church by investigating it 
systematically. 

A non-Catholic, knowing you are 
Catholic, may initiate a religious 
or ethical discussion before you 
happen to introduce the subject. 
The technique is much the same. 

Allow him. to express his views 
on religion as fully as he wishes. 
You may think that you know what 
he has to say, and perhaps you do. 

But he will not be satisfied un- 
less he says it. He will not be sat- 
isfied, either, unless you listen to 
him attentively and with interest. 

If your face betrays the fact 
that you are contemplating your 
reply, the discussion will degener- 
ate into an argument. 

Moreover, there is a_ strong 
possibility that you do not fully 
understand and appreciate the 
other person’s position. 

Each non-Catholic is different in 
character, education, background, 
emotions, prejudices perhaps, and 
certain individual religious opin- 
ions (or opinions of religion). 

Unless thése are known to the 
convert-maker, he may find it im- 
possible to get at the real source 
of the difficulty. 

As suggested previously, find 
points of agreement between his 
views and yours. The other person 
is seldom 100° wrong. 

His conclusions, based on one or 
more incorrect facts, may be 
wrong. But usually his views con- 
lain certain truths. 

By restating and agreeing with 
any sound points of fact in the 
other person’s presentation, you 
will make him more kindly dis- 
posed to listen to the points of dis- 
agreement. 

[t will also indicate to him that 
you do respect his opinion, and 
have a certain degree of under- 
standing of his «position. It may 
even help to define more sharply 
in your mind and in his precisely 
the point at-which the two views 
disagree. You will thus make sure 
both of you will be talking about 
the same thing. 

Take, for example, a non-Cath- 
ollc who says that he believes that

That is why it is well to urge in- 
terested persons to investigate 
Catholic teachings in a logical, pro- 
gressive order, such as is done in 
books to be suggested in a future 
article, or in an inquiry forum or 
course of convert instructions. 

If there are laudable qualities in 
the other man’s religious views, 
not only agree with him, but go so 
far as to praise them. 

Your commendation will put the 
other person in a more agreeable 
frame of mind, and place the con- 
versation on a more consiliatory 
plane. 


+ Points to remember, then, are: 


Always exercise tact. 

Let the other person express his 
views fully. Listen with active in- 
terest. Don’t try to cut him off, but 
remember the points you wish to 
take up with him when he has 
finished. 

Agree with him wherever and to 
whatever extent Catholic doctrine 
permits. 

Praise the good in them and in 
him. 

As soon as you prudently can, 
suggest a systematic investigation 
of the Church.

the official language of the Roman 
Empire, and was understood in a 
considerable part of the entire civ- 
ilized world. 

After the first two or three cen- 
turies of the Church’s history, we 
find all important documents being 
written in Latin. Decrees and en- 
cyclicals appear in Latin. Today, 
it is a handy means of communi- 
cation. Bishops can _ correspond 
with each other and with the Pope, 
and by using Latin, be under- 
stood. 

Just as missionaries go out to- 
day, so in the early days they went 
out from Rome, speaking the lan- 
guage of worship and law — Latin. 

It was a stable language; it was 
useful in all parts of the world; 
it was soon accepted everywhere 
as a natural and correct thing. 


Others Use It Too 


The Catholic Church is not the 
only organization which uses Lat- 
in. Scientists use it for classifica- 
tion of all living things. A robin, 
for example, is turdis migratorius 
anywhere in the world that scien- 
tists study birds. It may be a robin 
in America, and a thrush in Eng- 
land, and perhaps a_red-breast 
somewhere else, 
must be sure of an exact name, 
the little Spring arrival is turdus 
migratorius — and every educated 
man of science knows exactly 
which bird is meant. 

One of the reasons for this is 
that Latin is “dead”; nobody 
speaks it in everyday practice any 
more, and so it never changes. 
Words do not take on new mean- 
ings in Latin, for their meanings 
were fixed hundreds of years ago 
and there are no popular usages 
to change their sense. 

It is true that in order to follow 
Mass intelligently you must learn 
that “credo” means “I believe’; 
“Dominus” means “Lord” and 
“pax vobiscum” means “peace be 
with you.’ But it is a simple thing 
to learn; missals have the Latin 
and English ‘printed side by side 
for your convenience. 

Scientists have the same trouble. 
They must learn that “homo 
sapiens” means “man,” and “cor- 
vus” means “crow.” But once they 
have learned, there is no more 
confusion. They do not have to 
learn the German word for crow, 
or the Spanish or French for man. 

Just as scientists can bridge all 
language barriers by using Latin, 
so does our Church. It is one shin- 
ing proof of the Church’s desire 
to be truly universal — really 
“Catholic.” For anyone — any 
where, any place, any color — can 
learn the lovely and beautiful 
words of Mass in Latin, and from 
then on feel perfectly at home in 
a Catholic Church. Try that with 
any other religion and see where 
you get! 

So, for convenience of communi- 
ca for exactness in writing 
law, for accessibility to visitors, 
for tradition, — Latin is the lan- 
guage of the Catholic Church. It is 
the mark of a universal Church, 
and by learning enough of it to

This is not the Church of Eng- 
land, or the Church of America, 
or the Church of Spain,. or_ the 
Church of China. It is what Christ 
said it must be, the Church of the 
World. We don’t have a world lan- 
guage yet and until we do have an 
international tongue that is widely 
accepted, no better choice can be 
made than Latin. 


You don’t have to become a Lat- 
in scholar. You probably hated 
what little you learned of it by 
reading Caesar’s Gallic Wars in 
high school. But look again” at 
Latin as a symbol, a proof, of uni- 
versality.. Learn enough of the 
lovely phrases of the Sacrifice of 
Mass to follow the priest, and 
then take pride that you are a 
Catholic, a member of the univer- 
sal Church!

The Catholic Church, in the meantime, will be observing the feast 


of Christ the 


King, which should be the best answer to the Lutheran charge that the Catholic Church 


has drifted from Christ, or thats 
“the Pope is anti-Christ,” or that 
Catholies do not_accord to Christ 
the place He holds in the Church 
and in the life of ‘His followers. 
The Catholic Church has never 
observed an Anti-Reformation 
Week, or even a Day. 

The last-mentioned pamphlet 
starts out with this. paragraph, 
which Catholics fully endorse, but 
not in the same sense as the Luth- 
erans: 

“From the open grave of Jesus 
Christ the Christian Church 
marched forward with unity and 
determination to the imperial 
council called by Constantine the 
Great at Nicea in 325 AD, Despite 
pagan opposition and bitter perse- 
cution, these first four centuries 
of Christendom were a period of 
glory and arg eg not by fire 
and sword, but by the faith of the 
cross which overcame the world.” 

The author of this pamphlet does 

not tell the people that the “Chris- 
tian Church” during those early 
centuries was the Catholic Church, 
so declared not only in the Apos- 
tles’ Creed, dating back to the 
first century, but by the very 
Council of Nicea, which the Luth- 
eran author mentions. He notes 
that “This Council was called by 
Constantine the Great,” but he 
does not tell you that, despite the 
fact that it was called by Con- 
stantine and was held in the east, 
it was presided over by Legates 
of the Pope—which makes it even 
more clear that all Christians in 
those early centuries were Cath- 
olies. 
The Heresy of Arius, who de- 
nied the divinity of Christ, was 
condemned at that Council which, 
again, shows that the Church was 
on the side of Christ, 


All the people who were mar- 
tyred during those early centuries 


a 


were Catholics, and during the last 
art of their lives Peter and Paul 
ived with them in the Catacombs 
under Rome. 


Neither does the author tell his 
readers that Constantine moved to 
Constantinople, which was named 
after him, precisely because he 
recognized the spiritual jurisdiction 
of the Pope and felt that the 
Emperor, in deference to Christ, 
should not live in the same city 
as the head of Christ’s Church. 
Thus Constantine built several 
Basilicas in Rome, consecrated by 
Pope Saint Sylvester sixteen 
centuries ago. 


Whose Doctrines? 


The author would have the read- 
er believe that the many doctrines 
of the Church were instituted long 
after Christ. For instance, he says 
that belief in Purgatory was 
promulgated in the year 593; that 
of the Temporal Power of the Pope 
in the year 734; “the Decretals of 
Isidore in 847; Donation of Con- 
stantine in 1858; Greatest mass 
divorce in history, forced upon the 
clergy by Gregory VII, in 1075; 
Money for Mass in 1100; The In- 
quisition in 1184; Sale of Indul- 
gences in 1190; Transubstantiation 
in 1215; Adoration of the Host in 
1226; the Bible put on Index by 
Council of Toledo in 1229; Papal 
Bull, Unam Sanctam in 1303; Cup 
Denied to laymen by the Council 
of Constance in 1415; Council of 
Trent—Rome turns finally from 
authority of God’s Word to author- 
ity of Tradition. Tradition made 
equal in authority to the Bible. 
Justification by faith condemned in 
1545; The Invention of Scapulars, 
in 1600; Immaculate Conception of 
Mary in 1854; Separation of 
Church and State condemned in 
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acid indigestion, too!

1864; Papal Infallibility in 1870; 
Papal decree invalidating mixed 
marriages not perform by a 
Roman priest in 1908.” 

The fact, of course, {s that be- 


lief in a middle place for the 
cleansing of the soul from minor 


transgressions, unrepented, is as 
old as revealed religion. The Jews 
believed in such a place, and evgn

one of their principal feasts 


offered for the deceased. 


The name “Purgatory” does not 
appear in the Bible, but neither 
does the name “Bible,” nor “Trin- 
ity.” When the place is mentioned 
and the doctrine is mentioned with- 
out any special name, we must 
give them a name, 


It is not a doctrine of the Church 
that the Pope must have Temporal 
Power. It was the people of Italy 
themselves who wanted the Pope 
to rule over them after they had 
had so many tyrannical civil rulers. 


By Temporal Power the Church 
means just what our government 
means by having the District of 
Columbia to be independent of any 
state. If the President and his 
Cabinet and his Congress lived in 
the State of Delaware or Mary- 
land, they would be subjects of 
the governor of that state. For 
independent rule over all the states 
they need at least a little territory 
in which the Federal Government 
is supreme. 


It is the same with the govern- 
met of the Church. Today it has 
territory equal only to about a 
140 acre farm, but it is independent 
of the government of Italy and of 
the government of Rome. This is 
necessary if the Church is to have 
perfect. freedom in dealing with 
her membership scattered over the 
entire world. That is what is meant 
by “Temporal Power.” Italy did 
have a professed atheist as Prime 
Minister and another atheist as 
Mayor of Rome only 40 years ago. 


The Church herself repudiated, 
centuries ago, the “Decretals of 
Isidore” and, therefore, it is fool- 
ish to state that the Pope bases 
his right to civil power on these 
Decretals. 


Of course, the author refers to 
the Bull of Boniface VIII, in which 
it is said “It is necessary for sal- 
vation that every man should sub- 
mit to the Pope.”

The Church never repudiated the 
“democratic separation of Church 
and State.” In keeping with the 
democratic ideal that “the majority 
should rule,” she believed that 
when practically all the people 
were of one faith and the civil 
rulers were of that same faith, 
there should be cooperation be- 
tween Church and State. 


The Lutherans are not honest in 
the position they pretend to take 
in this country for separation of 
Chureh and State, because Lu- 
theranism was always tied up with 
the State, and in Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Lutheran countries, 
there has been union of Church 
and State closer than there has 
been between the Catholic Church 
and the State in any country.

In 
fact it was a thousand times more 
consistent for the Pope to pro- 
nounce on infallibility than for Lu- 
ther to declare himself infallible; 
and if the author of this pamphlet 
has read Luther’s entire works, he 
will note that he often insists that 
his “ipse dixit” was to settle 
things, 

The author represents that his 
pamphlet is published “because the 
appeal of the Roman Church to 
Protestants, asking them to ac- 
knowledge the Pope of Rome as 
the head of Christendom is becom- 
ing more blatant and more insis- 
tent.”

The scene, ruthlessly changing 
step by step from tolerance to 
persecution, was told in an address 
at a Knights of Columbus banquet 
here. On his arrival in Bucharest 
on January 29, 1947, Archbishop 
O‘Hara said all seemed normal on 
the surface. But the communists 
were already partly in control of 
the country and in charge of most 
of the ministries, including that 
of the dreaded secret police. 


The first rumblings of trouble 
came on March 19, 1947, when two 
priests of Brashove were arrested 
on “a ridiculous charge,” and from 
then on the Archbishop had to 
make constant, but useless pro- 
tests, until his expulsion on July 
7, 1950. The arrests of priests 
mounted, the Catholic Press was 
suppressed, but the worst was yet 
to come. 

“A terrific change took place in 
November, 1947, when the general 
elections were held,” the Arch- 
bishop said. “These elections were 
rigged, as they say, and although 
surely a good 90 per cent of the 
people, if not more, were against 
the communist candidates, the re- 
sults were those that were to be 
expected under a Soviet regime. 
The hand-picked candidates of the 
Communist Party went into office 
and their ministries, including 
even the Foreign Office, from then 
on were staffed by communists. 


“It is a dreadful and sorrowing 
spectacle and it is something that 
could happen in any free country, 


even our own, unless each man 
stands valiantly at his post and re- 
ports and resists the first begin- 
nings of any movement that would 
even remotedly tend to bring a 
free country under the heel of 
Soviet masters.”

Such were the warnings sound- 
ed by Dr. Ross J, 8. Hoffman, a 
fessor of history at Fordham Uni- 
versity, in his new book. “The 
Spirit of Politics and the Future of 
Freedom,” published here by the 
Bruce Publishing Company. 


The author, long a prominent 
writer in the fields of a and 
politics, sees the threat to Amer- 
ica’s liberties arising from our In- 
creasing disregard for religion and 
our consequent failure to apply 
valid moral principles in dealing 
with our problems. He sees the 
urgent need for a philosophy of 
state and society transcending our 
traditional philosophy of pragma- 
tism, which makes mere “workabil- 
ity” the standard of morality. The 
days of living strictly by common 
sense are past, he declares, since 
religion no longer regulates our 
lives and secures our judgments. 


The book is an expansion of the 
first annual Gabriel Richard lec- 
ture, delivered by Dr. Hoffman at 
the University of Detroit last No- 
vember. The new lecture series 
was established by the National 
Catholic Educational Association. 
Its purpose was described by Msgr. 
Frederick G. Hochwalt, NCEA sec- 
retary general, as “a contribution 
to the cultural and educational life 
of the United States through the 
discussion of subjects of vital in- 
terest by lectures of high caliber.” 
Each year the lecture will be co- 
sponsored by a leading American 
Catholic university. 


The series is named in memory 
of Father Gabriel Richard, a 
French Sulpician, who came to the 
United States in 1792 to escape his 
country’s revolutionary persecu- 
tion. The only priest ever to sit 
in the United States Congress, as 
delegate from Michigan Territory, 
he was also one of the. founders 
of the University of Michigan and, 
as editor of the Michigan Essay 
or Impartial Observer, one of the 
nation’s pioneer Catholic . journal- 
ists. 


At present, Dr. Hoffman asserts, 
“millions . .. feel that the area 
of freedom is contracting, that its 
foundations are weakening.” They 
are of the opinion that “you can- 
not organize freedom without 
suppressing it.” 


Along with the “portentous rise 
and expansion of Soviet commun- 
ism,” it is the “socialization of de- 
mocracy that generates this opin- 
ion,” he claims. Many people be- 
lieve, he says, that the “impera- 
tive in an industrialized democratic 
state of keeping the masses in... 
paid employment, whether pro- 
ductive or not,” the “blind appe- 
tites and fantastic superstitions 
that . .. seem to govern demo- 
cratic electoral decisions,” and
